.  Improper use cause fires, deaths 


Heater warning issued by 
fire chief after accidents 


The fire which destroyed an 
Okeechobee Center home Sun- 
day night had two things in 
common with a teenage mother 
and her two children in a 
tragic multiple smothering last 
Tuesday morning. 

Both were caused by bottled 
gas and both could have been 
prevented. 

Acting Belle Glade Fire Chief 
Bobby Carter said a check of 
the records indicate the fire 
department has answered 78 
calls over the past ten years, 
most of them fires, which have 
resulted in ten injuries, five 
deaths and $93,960 in property 


damage. 

Carter said 31 of those calls 
were for fires involving 
kerosene stoves, 19 involved 
kerosene heaters, 19 were for 
LP gas heaters and appliances 
and nine were for fires 
involving electric heaters. 

“They're all safe,” Carter 
said of the different types of 
heaters, "as long as they're 
used properly.” He went on to 
say the heating devices should 
also be inspected and adjusted 
by competent people. 

“There's а way to adjust 
most open flame heaters," he 
said, "which decreases the 
amount of carbon dioxide given 
off." t 

Carter said the two-latést 
incidents, the fire which 
destroyed the home of Jerry 
Burris Sunday night and the 
deaths of Geneva Lyles and her 
two sons, could have been 
avoided by proper storage of 
bottled gas. 

In both cases, bottled gas 
was actually being kept in the 
homes. Carter said gas bottles 
should be stored outside the 
homes with the copper lines 
tied off tb the structure. 

In the earlier case, Carter 
said the three deaths were

'75 is year of fast shuffle 


If Belle Glade and South Bay had ever 
developed a penchant for naming years after 
the years’ major events, 1975 might be named 
the Year of the Flying Dirt, or possibly The 
Year of the Fast Shuffle 

Public employes and officials were shuffled 
like a new deck of cards in the two Western 
Palm Beach County cities and Belle Glade was 
flooded with politicians to cover the 
groundbreaking of the SR80 four-laning project. 

I t was also a year which brought a surfeit of 
public hearings on the leasing of state lands by 
agricultural interests, and the people opposing 
those swaps, as well as city officials in the 
Glades’ trying to solve garbage disposal 
problems. 

The year got off to a start in South Bay 
(actually, it was carryover business from 
December, 1974) with the hiring of Lomax 
Harrelle asthe city's Public Works Director but 
Harrelle's tenure was short as the commission 
turned around two weeks later and decided not 
to hire him. 

Waldo Carmichael ‘started off the year's 
action on agricultural land swaps with the state 
when he swapped several acres of land in the 
Rotenberger tract for a plot of land between 
Belle Glade and Loxahatchee off SR80.

School football players were charged with 
contributing to the * * riot" following the 
football playoff game the previous December 
against Chaminade High. 

E. W. '' Bud" Weaver was named the 
-Palm Beach County Commission Chairman and

Meanwhile, back in the Rotenberger tract, A. 
Duda and Sons swapped off the largest bundle of 
privately owned land to the state, sealing the

On the business scene, Glades Mercantile 
held a grand opening for its Belle Glade store 
while at Glades Central, Al Werneke resigned 
his head football coaching position. 

Pennies were scarce for local merchants as 


February rolled on the scene but South Bay 
decided to spend dollars instead as the 
commission hired John Flynn as the new city 
manager and promoted Willie "Wrisper to the 
position of police chief. 

B. D. Cole opened their new office building 
on the corner of Southeast Avenue E and Main 
Street, Teamsters struck Florida Sugar in a 
move that was destined to fizzle as the trucks 
rolled out the Florida Sugar-plant on SR80 
without a slowdown. 

Lewis made his trip to Washington and State 
Road 80 was funded, although that came about 
as a President Ford move which was probably 
coincidental. 

In March, the City of Belle Glade was 
advised by city planners to restructure the 
city'S management structure to make things 
easier to handle for City Manager William 
Mallery, who was promptly asked to resign by 
the city commission. 

W. W. Mikell was named president of the 
Bank of Belle Glade, March of Dimes walkers 
turned in more than $10,000 at the collection 
party after the Walkathon and the Belle Glade 
Woman's Club proposed the commuhity build a 
statue commemmorating the victims of the 1928 
hurricane as part of the city's celebration of the 
Bicentennial. 

International news touched Belle Glade 
directly when the members of the local Arab 
community closed their stores to mourn the 
death of Saudi Arabian King Faisal Bin Abdul 
Aziz. 

Local Farm Bureau women showed they 
cared in April when they began raising money 
for a dialysis, machine as a cruel April Fool joke 
was played on Glades Ger.eral Hospital when its 
malpractice insurance was stripped away. 

Mental health in the Glades received a boost 
however, when, the first Arts and Crafts Festival 
at Glades Plaza proved to be a success. 

Women were in the news again as Belle 
Glade women combined forces to help stop the 
Equal Right Admendment. 

Belle Glade Commissioners moved to hire 
the city's first Public Works Director when they 
contacted Russell W. Roth. Roth first agreed to 
accept the position but later changed his mind.

Donations being taken

Donations for used furniture 
and clothing are being sought 
for a local family who lost their 
home in a Sunday night blaze 
in Okeechobee Center accord- 
ing to Center Director Harvey 
Poole Sr. 

The home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jerry Burris and their 14-year 
old son was burned to the 
ground while the entire family 
was away. Poole said Mrs. 
Burris and her- son were 
visiting out of town: relatives 
at the time of the fire and have 
some clothing but the father of 
the family retained only the 
clothing on his back at the time 
of the blaze.

A similar incident occurred 
Dec. 9, 1973 when the home of 
Clara Stimson on West Canal

entered the room where the gas 
leak was located, there was an 
explosion which blew out one 
wall of the home. Mrs. 
Stimson died two weeks later 
in the hospital. 

Carter theorized one of the 
problems in South Florida is 
that there are so few really 
cold days in а given year, a 


large number of people who ` 


live here don't know the basic 
safety rules about heaters. 

He said any heater burning 
gas or kerosene should be 
vented to release the carbon 
dioxide given off when the fuel 


is burned. The law requires 
venting in any commercial 
building and he said that if the 
owner of the apartment. where 
the Lyles lived had furnished 
the heater, he would have been 


required by law to vent it. 
"But in this case," Carter 
‘said, "the tenant supplied the 
heater and there wasn't any 
law requiring the venting. 
Besides the venting, 
said any heater burning gas or 
kerosene should be inspected 
and adjusted at least once a 
year by a reputable dealer to 
make sure it is safe to operate. 
“And don't forget electric 
heaters either," Carter said. 
"I f a heater blows a fuse and 
the resident replaces the fuse 
with a larger one, it could 
mean hell have a fire the next 
time instead of a blown fuse.”

The first of what was destined to be several 
hearings on a proposed lease of part of the 
Holey Land by U. S. Sugar Corp. packed the 
Belle Glade Civic Center in a continuation of the 
agricultural land lease controversy. 

City Clerk Vera Jones retired after 25 years 
of service to the city and James Maynor 
resigned his position as West Area Superinten- 
dent of Education after several years in the 
Glades. In other news connected with 
education, Glades Central was fined $50 and put 
on probation for the first five football games of 
1975. 

The Belle Glade City: Commission finally 
found a public works direttor in the person of 
Clifford Burgess and Commissioner Tom 
Atlman blasted South Bay City, Manager John 
Flynn for a series of comments Flynn had made 
to public officials concerning Belle Glade. 

Everglades Federal Savings and Loan 
Association moved into its new quarters in July 
as Charles Trammel was named to replace 
Richard Poston. 

Education was in the news again when Dr. 
Joseph Carroll announced the approval of the 
state cabinet to go ahead with plans for a 
Glades vocational technical center and Palm 
Beach Junior College trustees approved a 
master plan for the Glades campus. 

In South Bay, City Manager John Flynn's 
position was growing precarious as a city 
resident asked for his resignation one week and 


on the following week, Flynn took on Mayor 
Vernita Cox and City Attorney Allan Everard in 
arguments. 

The hearings on the proposed leasing of the 
Holey Land continued in West Palm Beach but 
on a more formal basis but shortly the first two 
days of the hearings, U. S. Sugar withdrew the 
swap offer and offered instead to make an 
outright purchase. 

Back in South Bay, the commission fired 
John Flynn for insubordination. The Holey 
Land hearings were completed in August and 
the hearing examiner later recommended to the 
state cabinet the proposal should.be accepted. 

On a different front, a proposal was made to 
allow commercial seine netting of fish in Lake 
Okeechobee. 

And ground was broken on Aug. 22 on the 
fourlaning project of State Road 80, marking the 
beginning of the end.or the end of the beginning. 

September opened with the Belle Glade City 
Commission deciding to hire a new city 
manager to replace William Mallery but he, like 
the erstwhile public works director before him 
changed his mind. 

September also saw the death of Glades 
Central High School Principal Charles 
McCurdy. McCurdy had won the position in a 
suit filed against the Palm Beach County School 
Board and held his job for one year before his 
“death.

Although no one is to blame for mix-ups in 
addresses of persons requesting - ambulance 
service, the problem can be alleviated by 
cooperation of all parties. 

The Civil Defense Dispatching Center-in West 
Palm Beach needs to. make sure their 
dispatchers are trained to get the full address 
for Glades calls. Тһе dispatchers must 
understand the need to know the area 
designation - SW, SE, NW or NE - ‚аз well as 
the street number. They must also realize that 
several Glades cities have the same street 
addresses and make sure they have the correct 
city as well. 

Residents must do their part by making sure 
they give their proper address. A person who 
makes an emergency cail is naturally worried 
and excited, but he should realize help will come 
sooner if the ambulance driver knows where to 


go. 

Belle Glade citizens may consider calling the 
Terry Moss Ambulance Service (the only one 
covering Belle Glade South Bay) directly or a 
local law enforcement agency. 

Most important, no false alarms! They only 
hamper the ambulance in a real emergency 
because ambulance operators are forced to 
double check on all emergencies to assure they 
aren't hoaxes. 

The Civil Defense dispatch program is part of 
a county-wide system which cannot be changed 
antil the 911 program is in operation. Although 
the present system is not perfect, it can be made 
to work. 

We encourage county and municipal officials 
responsible for the 911 emergency program to 
move rapidly to implement the new system. 
The present plan calls for a separate Glades 
dispatch center for all émergency calls. A local 
resident will be able to dial 911 for an 
ambulance fire fighters or police. 

As Belle Glade rescue unit member Jesse 
Womack pointed out, “А time delay of a few 
seconds,can mean the difference between life 
and death." The 911 program could make that 
difference but only if the would-be rescuers 
know where to go

Futures were firmer this week, influenced by 
reports of improved demand for sugar from 
refiners and dealers at somewhat improved 
prices, and by Licht's 82.8 million ton second 
estimate of 1975-76 world sugar production vs 
an earlier forecast of 84.8 million tons. There 
were reports of flood damage to Colombian 
cane, and a substantial reduction in forecasts 
for the 1975-76 Brazilian cane crop because of 
adverse weather conditions. On the other hand, 
Japan was reported to be requesting a second 
deferment of a portion of its first half 1976 
Purchase commitments from Australia. 
Meanwhile, a somewhat steadier sugar price 
undertone appears likely, in our opinion. 


Corn 
Price weakness in the first half of December 


followed the failure of the USSR to make 
additional grain purchases. which brought 
uncertainty into the exports market Also, 


farmers (who were firm holders of corn earlier 
this fall) now are reported to be making more 
corn available to the market. However, short 
term government financing, now being 
considered to assist in export sales, is a positive 
factor for the export market, and the 25 percent 
increase in the number of cattle on feed 
December Ist makes domestic demand look a 
little more promising, 

The course of corn prices this winter and 
spring will depend to a large extent on how 
readily the record crop moves into export and 
domestic use. Usually, in years when big crops 
are harvested, corn prices arc depressed early 
in the marketing ar and make at least the 
normal seasonal gains later in the crop year. In

Corn exports continue heavy with inspections 
for emport totaling 40.6million bushels for a 


week ended December 12th, the third week 
since October Ist that inspections have 
exceeded 40 million bushels. This brought the 
total since October 1 to 374 million bushels, up 
sharply from the 200 million for the same period 
last year. Exports for the October-December 
quarter will set a new record of over 400 million 
bushels, well above the weekly rate needed to 
attain the USDA export forecase of close to 1.5 
billion bushels for the 1975-76 п.
